How May Day Was Born 


AY 1 is the day the world workingclass 
has taken to itself as the symbol of the 


time when all men will be free, poverty and 
war will have been abolished, and. those who 


_ work will enjoy the full fruit of their labor. 


It is this which has struck fear into the hearts of 
the employers when that day comes round and it is 
this that makes the day so precious to the working- 
man. 
- Jt is not generally known that May Day began 
in the United States*in 1886 and the federation of 
‘wali to become known as the AFL passed the 
first resolution ‘for its observance. 


The day was born of American labor’s dream 
for an eight-hour day. In the earlier years .of the 
century 14, 16,18 hours were common. During 
the famots conspiracy trial against’ the striking 
Philadelphia cordwainers in 1806 it was. publicly 
revealed that workers were on their job as long as 


19 and 20 hoursa day, / 
It is not génerally known that the rising de- 


_ mand for the eight-hour day obliged President Van 


Buren, in 1837, to sign into law an eight-hour’ day 
for Government workérs.’ The victory spurned 
Labor throughout the’ land, Their marcn toward 


that objective was not even and easy; the working- . 
“men. sufferéd many bitter defeats during the years 


of the various depressions and the struggle in the 
eight-hour day, would begin anew... - 


As industry grew in this country, seal more 


men and, women became industrial workers, “Eight | 


Hour Leaguies” were formed. By Oct. v2 1884 the 
group .of unions later to. be-known as the AFL 
ssed a resolution that called for an eight-hour, day 
ginning May 1, 1886. They did not propose how 
the struggle should be. wa ed;-.and strikes were 
the primary weapon that Labor ‘had. Hundreds of 
thousands struck for what the Australian workers 
had won in 1856, under the banner of eight hours 
work, eight hours recreation, and_eight hours rest.” 


The center of the American movement for the 
eight-hour day in the U.S.A; was in the great mid- 
lands, and a demonstration whose size astounded 
all observers wound. peeep Chicago's streets May 
1, 1886. 


Frightened by the turnout, the police attacked 
striking workers at the MeCormick Reaper factory, 
May 3, and killed six, wounding many. The follow- 
ing day: the workers assembled cefully to protest; 
an agent provocateur threwa ab into the ranks 
of ‘the -policé. -Labor leaders, like the revered 
Alfred Parsons; were hanged and became known 
as the Haymarket martyrs,
